RICAN HEROES 



ROBERT FULTON was bom in Lancaster, P* u in 1765. He was a civil 
engineer and artist as well as inventor. He learned gunsmi thing, and 
in hii home town designed guns during the Revolutionary War, Later 
he gained some note as a portrait painter in Philadelphia. At the turn 
of the 19th century he put his mind to the design of the first torpedo, 
but for years was unable to get financial backing for it; despite this 
discouragement he persisted in building a torpedo and in 1307 demon* 
strated it, blowing up a brig in New York harbor. There's a legend that 
Fulton tried to interest Napoleon Bonaparte in an invention of his, 
q submarine which he called, the Nautilus. Napoleon believed it was 
impractical, This legend may well be true, for Fulton did take such a 
"diving craft" to France and submerged five fathom s,propel ling it for 
some distance in a river, Robert Fulton will remain in history, however, 
as the inventor of the first successful steamboat to be built in in America,, 
the Clermont,,, the forerunner of the great liners that ply the seas of 
the world today. 






LEWIS AND CLARKE were, to a great degree, responsible for the opening of the Louisl* 
ano Territory, Meriwether Lewis was an army captain who fought daringly under General 
Anthony Wayne in the northwest. When Jefferson became President heappointed Lewis his 
secretary. Aware of his great courage, Jefferson chose Lewis to head an expedition to the 
Pacific. Meriwether Lewis chose Will jam Clark, who also fought under Wayne, as his partner 
in the hazardous journey to find an overland route across the continent. The heroic pair led 
their party across the rugged, unexplored country, where they beat off attacks by savage 
Indians, battled their way through heavy snows across the Rockies and eventually reached 
the Pacific Ocean* Part of their exploration was through the vast Louisiana Territory, 
which their young nation had just bought from France; and through the wilderness of the 
great Missouri Territory, Reports brought back by the explorers encouraged the opening of 
these lands to the pioneers. On hi sway to Washington to publish a Journal of his trip, Lewis 
stopped at a lonely inn on the Natche2 trace where, ironically, afte^surviving the perilous 
track across the country, he was murdered. Clark was tippointed gbvernoV of the Missouri 
Territory, during which time he led an expedition against the British and Indians in Wisconsin 
Because of his many contacts with Indians on the expedition, he came to know and under- 
stand them, and he became Administrator of Indians Affairs, holding that post till his death. 





THOMAS JEFFERSON, the third President ofnhe United States, 
was born in historic Albemarle county, Virginia, where he absorbed 

the democratic views of his neighbors. After graduating William 
and Mary College he studied law, entered Virginia politics and 
became the leader of a patriotic group that demanded Certain rights 
from England, Later, as a member of the Continental Congress, 
in heroic defiance of the might of England, Jefferson wrote the 
Declaration of Independence. His many years in political life were 
devoted to battling for the rights of his fellow countrymen, and 
after his retirement to his home, Monti cello, he continued to give 
advice to Monroe and Madison. A man of many abilities, Jefferson 
designed his famous mountaintop home, as welf as many inventions 
which may be seen at Monti cello to this dayl 



JOHN JOSEPH PERSHING was born in 1860, on a Missouri farm* 
He grew up with an ambition to serve his country as a soldier, and 
eventually made his way into West Point, In 1899 he was sent, as a 
lieutenant, to subdue a Mora uprising in the Phillipines. His campaign 
against these fierce, head- hunting tribesmen was brilliantly success- 
ful. However, in 1906, he was colled from his position as military 
attache in Tokyo, to put down a second Moro uprising. This time he 
was promoted unprecedently from lieutenant to^ brigadier general; 
he completed his campaign against the Moras with notable success, 
and finally settled matters with them with wise diplomacy. A year before he had been married 
to the daughter of U.S. Senator Warren. In the following years he showed great administra- 
tive and organizational ability. It was in 1913 that great tragedy struck: visiting in San 
Francisco with his wife, three daughters ond one son, Pershing was out when a fire trapped 
Mrs, Pershing and their daughters. Only the son, Warren, was saved* Burying his sorrow 

deep in his heart, General Pershing went on to become one of the truly great heroes of 
American history.
